Prince Unveils Tablet. 


What made this family gathering 
from the overseas dominions doubly 
significant was a touching little 
ceremony performed by England’s 
Ambassador of the empire, the 
Prince of Wales, in Westminster 
abbey. Here in the edifice where 
centers all that is most moving in 
the story of Britain and her ex- 
tended dominions and in the pres- 
ence of represemtatives of the whole 
empire the prince unveiled a memo- 
rid] tablet to the empire’s 1,000,000 
dead who fell in the great war. 

As he removed the union jack 
which veiled the memorial the 
prince said: ‘‘Time can not dim our 
remembrance of them nor lessen 
our gratitude to our allies who have 
given us the land in which many of 
them lie buried, so that we can care 
for their graves forever.’’ 

Rudyard Kipling was among the 
notable figures present at the cere- 
mony. 

The absence from the abbey of 
William Cosgrave, executive head of 
the Irish Free State, who was rep- 
resented by Kevin O’Higgins, min- 
ister of home affairs, attracted some 
notice. Mr. Cosgrave had written 
to Premier Baldwin explaining he 
wished to spare the feelings of those 
people of Ireland who had lost rela- 
tives in the hostilities in Dublin in 
April, 1916, in which Mr. Cosgrave 
himself took an active part 
which, he says, 
in some quarters. 

For this reason he thought it bet- 
ter that Mr. O’Higgins, against 
whom no such objection existed, 
should represent him at the cere- 
monial. aia! 


441,000,000 Represented. 


Twenty-five delegates from eight 
branches of King George’s domains 
were present at Number 10 Down- 
ing street this morning for the 
opening of the conference. All 
told, they represented some 441,- 
or about one- 
fourth of the world’s population. 

The conference is the first to 
be held in three years, and many 
questions “are on the agenda, 
cluding the usual problems of 
trade, immigration, defense, and 
communications arising out of the 
growth of the empire. 

The outstanding question, how- 
ever, is the treaty-making status 
of the dominions in foreign af- 
fairs. The Locarno security pact, 
with Great Britain as one of the 
signatories, brought a new de- 
parture in British diplomacy, sep- 
arating England from her domin- 
ions by a treaty for the first time 
in history. 

The next problem of importance 
will probably be discussion of the 
individual status of the dominions. 
In this connection the pronounce- 
ments of Gen. Hertzog, the fiery 
South African premier, are keenly 
awaited.

San Salvador, Republic of Salva- 
dor, Oct. 19 (By A. P.).—-Accord- 
ing to reports received here there 
has been little progress in the Nic- 
araguan peace parleys at Corinto, 
the policies of the two sides being 
directly opposed. It is understood, 
however, the conversations will be 
continued until October 23, the 
date set for termination of the ar- 
mistice. 

The American Minister, it is 
stated, has requested former Vice 
President Sacasa (liberal) and 
Gen. Chamorro (conservative), the 
de facto president, to send personal 
representatives to the conference. 

Sacasa is understood to have re- 
fused, declaring only in his char- 
acter as vice president would be 
send such representation, and that 
he had received no invitation in 
such character. 


Dispatches from Managua yes- 
terday gave optimistic reports on 
the Corinto conference, which 
says that the utmost courtesy was 
being displayed by both sides in 
discussing their opposing points of 
view. 


Playgrounds Will Cut 
Crime, Says Roosevelt 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 19 (By 
A. P.).—More playgrounds, more 
national and State parks and more 
organized recreation were urged to- 
day by Theodore Roosevelt as a 
means of reducing crime. Address- 
ing the annual recreation congress 
of the Playground and Recreation 
association, Col. Roosevelt urged 
cooperation of all existing organiza- 
tions to bring about this end. 

‘‘A vast majority of criminals are 
made while young,’”’ he said. ‘The 
young criminals are created not by 
school life, but their leisure hours. 
By striving for a proper opportu- 
nity for outdoor recreation in the 
broadest sense for all our boys and 
girls we will do a great work to-

She had 
been received at the White House 
with state pomp and ceremony and 
had remained for fifteen minutes 
and departed with like accompani- 
ment. Now the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge had come to see her and 
remained at her home for fifteen 
minutes. And when they left she 
appeared with her childreh on the 
balcony and waved good-by. It was 
suggestive of walking to the push- 
button elevator or to the street car 
with one’s guests. 

And as she waved to her depart- 
ing guests she smiled and waved to 
the cheering crowd. Then she re- 
tired to prepare for the state dinner 
at the White House. 

The state dinner was a high con- 
trast to the reception given by the 
people in the streets as her majesty 
moved briskiy through her day’s 
program. From the small clusters 
of perhaps three or five, sometimes 
as many as 25, who greeted her 
early in the morning, as she moved 
through Georgetown, its quaint, 
time-worn buildings hardly yet 
astir, and as she proceeded along 
the paved roads of rural Virginia, 
now a sun-touched countryside, her 
reception increased t oone by hun- 
dreds at Mount Vernon and to 
thousands later in the day. 


Queen Greets Crowds. 


She never seemed to be enjoying 
herself more than when she was 
waving at them. Perhaps her 
greatest enjoyment came when she 


left the small winding brick walk 
at Mount Vernon to shake the hand 
of an elderly woman in a wheel 
chair, or when she shook hands 
with a youngster 4 years old. 

There were times when the visit 
at Mount”’Vernon must have been 
boring, and when her majesty 
vowed vengeance against those re- 
sponsible for. the thought that a 
person must do this and do that in 
the presence of the queen. For it 
made it frequently awkward and 
tiresome at Mount Vernon when

* Detective Sergt. Arthur B. Scriv- 
ener was shot and killed by a close 
relative of a woman he knew, a 
close friend of the dead man in- 
sisted last night, and the murderer, 
a high police official] declared, 
knew Scrivener was in mortal fear 
of him. 


That police have obtained a val- 
uable lead to the ultimate identity 
of the murderer as a result of their 
investigations into the association 
of Scrivener with women, was made 
clear yesterday when it was learned 
police were exerting every effort to 
locate a certain out-of-town place 
where a woman friend of the dead 
detective stayed a few months ago. 

Delving. deep into the personal 
secrets of Scrivener, investigators 
discovered a new, and as yet un- 
answerable, angle to the case. Who 
is the blond woman to whom Scriv- 
ener gave a ring about a year ago 
while still engaged to another? 

Her home is in Washington and 
she has been referred to often by 


those acquainted with the detec. 
tive. 


Troubled. 


Scrivener, it is known, was 
troubled deeply over a matter un- 
known to even his closest friends. 
On the Monday evening before his 
murder, Scrivener appeared in 
jocular mood at detective head- 
Quarters, but to a close friend he 
is said to have confided he was 
sorely troubled. 

While with his friend the night 
before he was shot and killed, 
Scrivener appeared ‘nervous. He 
twiddled his fingers and finally, 
burying his head in his hands while 
sitting behind the wheel of his auto- 
mobile, declared his friend did not 
know what real troubles were. 

Police are checking Scrivener’s 
movements of the day before he 
was murdered. Scrivener had con- 
fided to a friend on this date that 
he was going to be married. 

‘But he did not know he was 
going to be married the next day,’’ 
his friend declared. 


Was Deeply 


Changed Marriage Plans. 


“Something occurred between 
the time I saw him and the time 
he saw Miss Parker, several hours 
later, that made him change his 
plans about his marriage,’’ the 
friend asserted. ‘Scrivener had a 
troubled mind when he talked with 
me. It seemed to be the climax to 
a troubled condition that was no- 
ticeable for nearly a year.” 

Police are checking on all of 
Scrivener’s women acquaintances, 
hoping that by elimination some 
one may be able to be of assistance 
in running down the murderer. 
That they now are centering their 
investigations on one woman is 
well established. As one police of- 
ficial declared: ‘‘It seems as if we 
are getting nowhere, but in reality 
we are getting closer every day.’’

Among 
the signers of this strange manifesto is Sir 
Josiah Stamp, the “eminent economist’ who 
championed the McNary-Haugen bill last win- 
ter on the ground that it would be to the in- 
terest of British consumers to pass the bill. 

Whether this manifesto was written in Lon- 
don or New York does not appear, but its 
statements, if applied to American foreign 
trade, are absurd.

THE IDEAL WASHINGTON 


About the middle of last January Rupert 
Hughes, the novelist, in an after-dinner speech 
in Washington undertook to draw what he 
described a true picture of the character of 
George Washington. His picture was a coarse 
and ugly daub. The storm of protest aroused 
by the speech was almost universal. . News- 
papers denounced the critic from their editorial 
columns; individuals wrote numerous lengthy 
letters to the editors; the clergy rose in its 
pulpits in protest. Finally the discussion died 
out, with Washington still occupying first 
place in the hearts of his countrymen. 

Last Monday night, at a meeting to honor 
the memory of Gen. Thadeus Kosciusko, the 
subject was revived by Mrs. Alfred J. Bros- 
seau, president general of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, in an address which 
ended with these words: 


Any moderate human faults are but tiny 
excrescences on that mountain of well de- 
served greatness. One might as well try 
to enchain and dispel the floating fleecy 
clouds that cross the face of the moon as* 
to try to assail the habits, intelligence and 
even the ideals of Washington. 


Thte is the exact point. It is fortunate for 
the youth of the country that there is a tra- 
dition thrown about the life of Washington. 
He has become a figure to be revered and fmi- 
tated by every school child. The emphasis 
upon the €deals of his life, so generally ap- 
proved, has tended to increase the value of the 
pattern: So firmly are the various stories re- 
garding his boyhood and later life implanted 
in the public mind that no power on earth can 
evey shake them. As President Coolidge said 
when asked to comment qn the discussion, 
“The Washington monument still stands.” 


A LOCAL TRAFFIC SURVEY. 

Vital as transportation lines are to a com- 
munity, unfortunately they invariably leave in 
their wake a story of depreciated value of resi- 
dential sites, and the creation of noisy, un- 
sightly freight yards and terminals. As a 
community approaches metropolitan standards, 
transportation has to keep pace with the de- 
velopment. Food and raw materials have to 
be brought in; manufactured articles have to 
be carried out. Facilities have to be provided 
to move freight cars from one side of the city 
to the other without encumbering already 
badly congested main lines. Terminal and 
storage facilities have to be constructed. Pro- 
vision of some sort has to be made for emer- 
gency repair and service of rolling stock. 


hitherto has been that too many have wan- 
dered from the pathway that may lead to 
fourscore years of life and happiness. 
Fisher believes that the knowledge of health 
needs and the rediscovery of simple biological 
living will be responsible for average life in- 
crease. Window glass was hailed as a dis- 
covery that brought its blessings to modern 
civilization and enabled man to light his house 
and live in comfort, but now we are told the 
window pane keeps out the ultra violet rays 
of the sun which are essential to well being. 
Science is endeavoring to dfscover a glass that 
will let in these health-giving rays. Mean- 
while sun baths in the outdoors are recom- 
mended, and this, doubtless, accounts for the 
very sensible fad of going bareheaded. 
Through exercise, sleep, fresh air and food, 
these scientists tell us every man ought to be 


able to rid himself of every parisitic disease. 


More than 30,000 young men and women be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 30, it is calculated, 
die every year from preventable causes. 
Science, medicine and surgery have made tre- 
mendous strides in the alleviation of human 
ills but unquestionably their progress in that 
direction would be still greater if the individ- 
ual gave more heed to his personal habits and 
took ordinary precautions against adverse 
conditions that surround him. If this is to 
become a nation of octogenarians, as Prof. 
Fisher predicts, the individual must have the 
will to be one and the good sense to live 
rightly. Perhaps, if he does that, he may not 
require much aid from science. 


LOANS TO FARMERS. 


The Federal Reserve Bulletin for October 
presents some significant figures and facts 
touching agricultural credits and the financial 
status of farmers. 

During August rediscounts of Federal in- 
termediate credit banks increased slightly, but 
repayments of agricultural credit corporations 
during the first half of September brought the 
total below that of August 1. Direct loans 
increased approximately $7,000,000 during 
August, due largely to advances on tebacco, 
wheat, wool, canned fruits and vegetables. 
Loans on cotton, which reached their lowest 
point in the latter part of August, increased 
as the new crop moved to market, 

On September 18, this year, direct loans 
outstanding totaled about $33,672,000 and 
rediscounts about $43,448,000, making a total 
of credits to farmers and farm cooperatives 
from the intermediate credit banks of more 
than $77,000,000. The largest direct loans 
were to producers of tobacco and cotton. The 
government is helping the producers of these 
two commodities to the extent of some $24,-

TESTING PUBLIC OPINION. 


The District commissioners have adopted a 
plan under which public hearings are to be 
held on all proposed local legislation upon 
which public sentiment is divided. In this 
manner all sides of a controversy will be dis- 
cussed and threshed out, with the probability 
that a compromise may be reached that will 
conserve the end sought. 

The commissioners are convinced that the 


submission to Congress of the results attained 


at these hearings will make congressional 
hearings, in many instances, unnecessary, and 
bring about early and definite action in the 
legislative body. Much that is desirable in the 
way of local legislation has been lost at each 
session because citizens have persistently dis- 
agreed before Senate and House committees. 
This should be avoided under the commis- 
sioners’ plan, where a sort of family confer- 
ence ought to be able to reconcile differences 
existing between groups of citizens. 

The new idea is to be put to the test in con- 
nection with two measures that have dragged 
through several sessions of Congress. One of 
the first things to be discussed at the suggested 
public hearings will be the proposed merger 
of the traction companies, to be followed by a 
bill providing for extension of Fourteenth 
street through Walter Reed hospital reserva- 
Both these measures have been.stum- 
bling blocks in committee and in the Senate 
and House. ‘If practically unanimous action can 
be had on these measures before the commis- 
sioners, there is little reason why all suggested 
legislation should not be forwarded to Con- 
gress, backed heartily-and sincerely by the 
public. The commissioners’ plan should. be 
given a thorough trial.

Prof. Irving Fisher, of Yale, is firmly con- 
vinced that before the end of this century 
this country will become a nation of octoge- 
narians.

According to the Department of Commerce 
figures, during the twelve months ended June 
30, 1926, more than $3,928,000,000 worth of 
foreign commodities entered the United States 
by vessels. Of’ this total only a little more 
than 30 per cent was carried in American ves- 
sels, while 70 per cent was carried in foreign 
vessels. 

During the same twelve months, domestic 
commodities to the value of more than $3,970,- 
000,000 were exported in ships. Of this total 
only a little more than 34 per cent was Car- 
ried in American vessels while more than 65 
per cent was carried in foreign vessels. 

British vessels’ carried about one-third of 
the total imports and exports of the United 
States, American vessels carried a little less 
than one-third, while vessels of all other mari- 
time nationalities carried the balance.

Prosperity Held Retarded. 


The full text of the manifesto 


Napoleonic! follows: 


‘“‘We desire, as business men, to 


| draw attention to certain grave and 


disquieting conditions which, in 
our judgment, are retarding the re- 
turn to prosperity. 


“It is difficult to view without 
dismay the extent to which tariff 
barriers, special licemses and prohi- 
bitions since the- war have been al- 
lowed to interfere with internation- 


ing in its natural channels. At no 
period in recent history has free- 
dom from such restrictions been 
more needed to enable traders to 
adapt themselves to new and diffi 
cult conditions. And at no period 
have impediments to trading been 
more perilously multiplied without 
a true appreciation of the economic 

“The break-up of great political 
units in Europe dealt a heavy blow 
to international trade. Across large 
areas, in which the inhabitants had 
been allowed to exchange their 
products freely, a number of new 
frontiers were erected and jeal- 
ously guarded by customs barriers. 
Old markets disappeared. Racial 


animosities were permitted to di- 


|vide communities whose interests 


| were inseparably connected. 


The 
situation is not unlike that which 
would be created if a confederation 
of states were to dissolve the ties 
which bind them, and to proceed to 
penalize and hamper, instead of en- 
couraging, each other’s trade. Few 
will doubt that under such condi- 
tions the prosperity of such a coun- 
try would rapidly decline. 


Politics Dictates Rates. 


‘To mark and defend these new 
frontiers in Europes, iicenses, tar- 
iffs and prohibitions were imposed, 
with results which experience shows 
already to have been unfortunate 
for all concerned. One State lost 
it supplies of cheap food, another 
its supplies of cheap manufactures. 
Industries suffered for want of coal, 
factories for want of raw materials. 
Behind the customs barriers new 
local industries were started, with 
no real economic foundation, which 
could only be kept alive in the face 
of competition by raising the bar- 
riers higher still. 


Railway rates, dictated by ‘politi- 
cal considerations, have made 
transit and freights ‘difficult and 
costly. Prices have risen, artificial

In some countries powerful voices 
are pleading for the suspension of 
tariffs altogether. Others have sug- 
gested the conclusion for long pe- 
riods of commercial agreements em- 
bodying in every case the most- 
favored nation clause. 

“Some states have recognized in 
recent treaties the necessity of 
freeing trade from the restric- 
tions which depress it. And ex- 
perience is slowly teaching others 
that the breaking down of the 
‘economic barriers between them 
/may prove the surest remedy for 
(the stagnation which exists. On 
'the valuable political results which 
‘might flow from such a policy, from 
the substitution of good will for ill 
will, of cooperation for exclusive- 
ness, we will not dwell. But we 
wish to place on record our convic- 
tion that the establishment of eco- 
nomic freedom is the best hope of

Stabilization, the French menmpran- 
dum says, “‘can be achieved more 
easily if the economic relations be- 
tween the countries of the world are 
established on a normal and favora- 
ble basis.’’ 

‘They think, in that respect,” the 
French statement says, ‘‘that the 
exdessive increasing or rigidity of 
certain tariff systems, the direct or 
indirect exaggerations of protec- 
tionism,:-of discrimination or of 
preference, the obstacles raised 
against international transactions 
by abusive regulation of transport, 
must be condemned.’’ 

The Italian reservation says that 
signatories would have preferred to 
give a more precise form to some 
of ths passage of the manifesto. 
‘‘Above all,” the reservation says, 
“they would have liked that criti- 
cism should have been exercised not 
only as regards the excessive 
height of customs tariffs and the 
rigidity of customs regulations in

Mr. Norman presented it to 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, president of 
the reichsbank; Andrew W. Mellon, 
American Secretary of the Treas-

PRONOUNCED ILLEGAL 


Court of Appeals at Albany 
Upholds Decisions of 


Lower Courts. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 19 (By A. 
P.).—Former Mayor John F, Hylan 
will not receive a pension from 
New York city, under a decision 
handed down by the court of ap- 


peals today. . 
Mr. Hylan had resigned as mayor 
one day before his term expired 
January 1, 1926, in order to pro- 
tect his pension rights. The board 
of estimate then voted the pension, 
amounting to $4,215 a year during 
his lifetime or that of his wife. The 
former mayor sought the pension 
under the terms of municipal leg- 
‘slation passed in his regime. 
William J. Schieffelin brought 
a taxpayer’s action in supreme 
court and last April Justice Pros- 
kauer ruled that the granting of 
the pension was unauthorized and 
-he pension void. The case was 
appealed to the appellate division 
which upheld Justice Preskauer’s 
ruling.

| MARINE MAIL GUARD 


PLAN GIVEN COOLIDGE 


Men Being Mobilized to Carry 
Out Order When It Goes 
Into Effect. 


A plan whereby 2,500 marines 
will form a guard for mails against 
bandit attacks has been submitted 
to President Coolidge and Maj. Gen. 
John A. Lejeune, marine corps com- 
mandant, by Postmaster General 
New, and marines now are being 
tentatively mobilized to carry out 
the order when it goes into effect. 

It is planned to select as far as 
possible able marksmen; arm them 
with riot guns and give them orders 
to shoot quickly any one not having 
legitimate business near valuable 
postal shipments.

President Acts to Relieve 200 
Affected by 1923 Classi- 
Mieation uaW. 


PREVIOUS ALLOCATION 
RULING NOW AMENDED 
Employes Allocated to Places 
Outside of Civil Service 
Given New Opportunity. 


More than 200 older employes 
in civil service are affected by an 
order signed by President Coolidge 
yesterday, empowering the civil 


Service commission, in its discre-| 


tion, to permit reinstatement or 
promotion of such employes with- 
out examination, in the same de- 
partment or office, in the same 
class of positions they occupied 
July 1, 1924, after separation or 


demotion without fault or delin- 
quency, if otherwise in accordance 
with civil service laws and rules. 

The executive order signed by 
President Coolidge amends one of 
June 19, 1924, which permitted em- 
ployes to remain in positions to 
which they were allocated by the 
classification act of 1923, and re- 
ceive compensation attached to 
such allocations, although contrary 
to existing provisions of civileserv- 
ice rules. 

It further provided, «however, 
that such persons’ should not 
thereby be given any different 
status for promotion or transfer 
than they had acquired under the 
civil service rules prior to alloca- 
tion. 


Result of Classification Act. 


The issuance of the original or- 
der was brought about by the clas- 
sification act of 1923, under which 
positions were required to be clas- 
sified on the basis of duties per- 
formed, regardless of civil-service 
status of incumbents. 

The .order affected those em- 
ployes who were allocated out of 
status; that is, those who were 
found in positions for which they 
had not properly qualified, or were 
receiving higher salaries than those 
to which their civil-service status 
would normally entitle them, or 
performing skilled or _ classified 
duties although actually possessing 
only an unskilled or unclassified 
status. The employes affected by 
yesterday’s order were those who 
were found to be in positions for 
which they were not properly quali- 
fied, or were receiving higher sal- 
aries than those to which their 
civil-service status would normally 
entitle them. 


Waite Again Is Head 
Of Botanical Society 


Twenty years after holding the 
same office, Dr. M. B. Waite, of 
the bureau of plant industry, last 
night was reelected president” of 
‘he Botanical Society of Washing- 
ton, at their meeting in the Cosmos 
club.

'COOLIDGE IN DOUBT 


ON BOULEVARD PLAN: 


Wakefield Project Would Be} 
Ornamental Rather Than 


Useful, President Believes. 


President Coolidge doubts the 
wisdom of appropriating money 
from the Treasury at this time to 
construct a boulevard from the Na- 
tional Capital to George Washing- 
ton’s birthplace at Wakefield, Va., 
though the President considers the 


idea an excellent one, under certain 
circumstances, for future considera- 
tion. 

Just now, it was explained at the 
White House, Mr. Coolidge is in- 
clined to consider necessary and 
useful public improvements, in the 
matter of road building and other- 
wise, rather than ornamental ven- 
tures. The President himself has 
visited Wakefield and he is not sure 
whether a boulevard to that place 
from Washington would serve a 
considerable population along the 
way. There is no village at Wake- 
field. 

If the State of Virginia wishes to 
build the boulevard or if this. road 
could De built through the joint ef- 
forts of the State and the Federal 
government on appropriations .for 
roadbuilding already made, the en- 
terprise would apparently appeal to 
Mr. Coolidge in a different light.
